A  S  a  civic  undertaking,  the  completion  of  our 
Metropolitan  Cathedral  far  overshadows 
any  present  movement.  Like  the  famous  old 
cathedrals  it  will  be  one  of  the  world's  treasure 
houses  and  shrines  a  thousand  years  after  most 
of  the  enterprises  now  before  the  public  eye  are 
forgotten. 

nPHE  charter  of  the  Cathedral  of  St.  John  the 
Divine  on  Morningside  Heights  was  ob- 
tained 50  years  ago.  During  that  time  we  have 
erected  great  temples  to  commerce  and  trans- 
portation, art  and  education — the  Pennsylvania 
Station,  the  Metropolitan  Museum,  the  Public 
Library,  the  Woolworth  Building — and  now  we 
are  to  have  in  our  new-world  Cathedral  a  temple 
of  religion  more  beautiful  and  majestic  than  any 
of  these. 

TN  nobility  and  beauty  it  will  equal  any  of  the 
old-world  cathedrals.  It  will  be  by  far  the 
largest  cathedral  in  any  land  where  English  is 
spoken.  Only  two  cathedrals  in  the  world  will 
surpass  it  in  size.

^  a  Cathedral  of  tlie  people.  Just  as  Rheims 
Cathedral  and  Westirynster  Abbey  belong  to  the 
people  of  every  land,  so,  theCathedral  of  St.  John 
the  Divine  belongs  to.everybody,  rich  and  poor 
alike.
